"charit­ 
able,” anil scientific 
who claim to 
have made great discoveries In regard 
to heredity. 
Insanity, consumption, 
cancer, 
in­ 
temperance and general 
viciousness, 
these experts tell us, are all inherited 
and can be stopped only by prevent­ 
ing the marriage of persons likely to 
transmit such “diseases” to their off­ 
spring. 
They seem to forget that citizens, 
though sick and diseased, have cer­ 
tain rights which . cannot be 
taken 
from them, even by a legislature. A s­ 
suming that a certain class of persons 
were denied the right to marry, is it 
not reasonable to assume that 
they 
would evade the law ? 


And if they could not get married 
secretly, they might decide to 
dis­ 
pense with 'the marriage 
ceremony, 
feeling that they were justified in so 
doing inasmuch as they were depriv­ 
ed of a right guaranteed them by the 
constitution In the enjoyment of life, 
liberty a n d the pursuit of happiness. 
The proposition to enact such a law 
is ubsurd. 
it could never be enforc­ 
ed and would only make 
matters 
much worse than they are. 


It was in favor of some law of this 
kind that Secretary Courtney of the 
pauper department 
wrote 
such a 
lengthy essay in his last annual re­ 
port. The composition Is very flowery, 
and his arguments on the 
surface 
very plausible, but his scheme is im ­ 
practicable and we rather 
suspect 
that Secretary Courtney is 
getting 
awuy from the principles of justice, 
charity and reform that should rule 
In his deiwirtment when he proposes 
such a law. 


Hut to return to the Wisconsin hill 
we do not wonder that somebody in 
that state feels there is room for im­ 
provement in the marriage laws, since 
It has Just been discovered that a lot 
o f divorces granted by the 
courts 
v. ere not entered because the parties 
refused to pay the fees. 
The courts now hold that these cou­ 
ples are not divorced, although under 
the court decrees granted 
many of 
them have made fresh 
matrimonial 
alliances. 
It Is an absolute fact that the state 
suffers more from the evil effects of

would assemble and inscribe upon lit­ 
tle billets tile names of an equal num­ 
ber of maids and bachelors of their 
acquaintance, throw the whole lot In­ 
to a receptacle and then draw them 
lottery 
\v is.-, 
taking caic 
tout 
em u 
draw one of the opposite sex. 
The 
nelson drawn became one’s valentine. 
The imaginary 
engagements 
often 
lead to .cai ones, oecause one neces­ 
sary consequence of them w as 
that 
for a whole year a bachelor remained 
bound to the service of his valentine, 
At one period It was customary foi 
both sexes to make each other pres­ 
ents, but afterwards 
'the obligation 
seems to have been 
restricted 
to 
young men. 
During the Lath century 
this amusement 
was popular among 
the upjmr classes and at m any 
Eu 
ropesn courts. 
For Rome time the festival has cens­ 
ed to possess the graceful s y m b o l 
meaning it used to have. 
The ap­ 
proach of the day is now heralded 
by the appearance in the shop win­ 
dows of a vast number of missives 
on the first page of which is seen some 
ridiculous caricature of a ma e or le ­ 
man* figure with some burlesque verse 
below. 
The connection of tho custom with 
Ht. Valentine is purely accidental. 
In the legends of tho different saints 
of that name recorded in tile “.veto 
soncinrum,” no trace of the practice 
peculiar to the 14th of February 
Is 
found. 
It 
h as 
been 
suggested 
by air. Donee tunt tim custom may 
have dno/ ai led ta us from 
the an­ 
cient Romans, who during the Imper­ 
ia.mt i c e . j. a.led 
in Feuruary 
were 
wont to put the names cf young wo­ 
men into a box from which they were 
drawn by the men as chance directed, 
and that the clergy, finding It impos­ 
sible to extirpate *thls practice, gave it 
ut least a religious aspect by substi­ 
tuting the names of particular saints 
for those of the women. 
But it is far more probable 
that 
the custom of choosing valentines is 
a relic of that nature religion which 
was the primitive form of religion iii 
northwestern Europe, and 
that 
ic 
sprung from a recognition of the pe­ 
culiarity of the se Sons. 
At 
till* 
season tile birds choose mates; 
so 
young men choose valentines on thin 
day. 
Tile observance degenerates in­ 
to tile u s a g e of youths and maidens 
sending each Other by post prints 
of 
a sentimental kind, Cupids, transfixed 
hearts ami the like. 
The less pardon­ 
able custom o f sending ludicrous cari­ 
catures uiid boorish utterances is fast 
dying out.

L'70 R. C., under Claudius, and of late 
the oiigln or the St. Valentine's day 
Iihs been ascribed to the com m em ora­ 
tion of tile loving and charitable dis­ 
position of that sa int. 
He is said to 
have been n man of most admirable 
traits, and famous for his love and 
charity. 
Saint Valentine then today stands 
for universal ap p led Hon of beauty 
ami Ugliness. Great and small, high 
and low, rich and poor alike receive 
his benediction upon the beauty hid­ 
den away in thel • lives.

This was resented and

a s to the proper disposal of the city ’s 
garbage cam e up he m ade inquiries 
ou<t of town to ascertain the m anner 
in which this vexed question has been 
settled elsewhere. 
The plan In vogue 
In tho city of 
W orcester whereby th© city garbage 
Is fed to hogs owned by 
the 
city 
struck Alderman Pearson as being a 
good one and accordingly he put him ­ 
self In com m unication w ith the W or­ 
cester overseersof the poor and health 
departm ent In relation 
to this m at­ 
ter. 
Y esterday in n ply to a recent 
letter he received the follow ing inter­ 
estin g reply from the clerk of 
th® 
overseers of the poor of W orcester: 
Office O verseers of the Poor, 
W orcester, M ass., Feb. ll, 1901. 
Mr. Gardner W. Pearson: 
D ear Sir:—Your letter of February 
tth Is received. 
1st question: Do you collect all the 
city garbage and feed to hogs, or Is 
part collected and disposed of by con­ 
tract? 
Answer: The overseers of 
the poor 
have charge of the collection of gar­ 
bage for the entire city, and collect 
all with the exception of a few hotels 
or restaurants, which are allowed to 
sell their garbage to farm ers, gener­ 
ally to the farm er who furnishes the 
hotel or restaurant w ith milk. 
But 
practically all garbage is collected by 
this board. 
The farmer® who collect 
ure required to obtain from the board 
of health a license, w hich license IM 
first approved by the superintendent 
of the city alm shouse. 
All 
garbage 
we collect Is fed to sw ine at the city 
farm . 
2d question: How m any hogs docs I 
It require to consum e all of the sw ill? 


! 
Answer: W e keep on an average of 
1300 head of swine. T his includes the 
suckers at the breed.ng pens. 
The 
breeding sow s and suckers 
are all 
kept under cover 
In 
steam -heated 
sheds. 
W hen the sm all 
pigs 
are 
weaned they ure first placed under 
the horse on cow barns go as to be­ 
come acclim ated. In a 
few 
weeks 
they are turned Into the <^pen fields. 
The city farm has 370 acres and the 
pig fields are one-half mile from any 
highw uy. The farm 
Is well 
located 
to care for sw ine. It Is 3% m iles from 
the city hall and adjoins the 
town 
lines of Shrewsbury and Boylston. 
3d question: Do you em ploy paupers 
In connection with thk* 
departm ent? 
lf so, how m any? 
Answer: 
Paupers are employed to 
accom pany the drivers of the scaven ­ 
ger team s for the purpose of holding 
the horses, en d in case a barrel 
of 
sw ill is to be lilted into the wagon 
he assists the driver to lift. 
Pampers 
are also em ployed around the piggery, 
but in no way do they perform duties 
requiring any 
responsibility. 
They 
are m ostly old men and past 
their 
working days or they would not be in 
the alm shouse. Ten or tw elve paupers 
ure thus employed. 
4th question: Is It considered a suc­ 
cess generally, and has this 
system 
been in operation long? 
Answer: By vote ut the m ayor and 
alderm en in 1872 the work of collect­ 
ing the city garbage w as 
given 
to 
overseer® of the poor. 
At first 
one 
teuin only was employed. 
W e have 
now 16 team s, 12 of them two horse 
and four of them one horse wagons.

The sixty-second annual report of 
the Lowell H ospital association just 
issued contains valuable inform ation 
in reference to this institution. Dur­ 
ing the past fourteen years 5,474 pa­ 
tients have been received. 
The 
ex ­ 
penses 
aggregate 
$197,758 
toward 
which tile patients have contributed 
a total of $60,719. 
Tile out-putient de­ 
partm ent has served in all 18,635 per-* 
sons who have made 78,172 visits. 
There were 689 patients treated dur­ 
ing the year 1900 not including out­ 
patients, the average gross expendi­ 
ture per patient per week for four­ 
teen years is $7.12. Total net expen­ 
diture, average per year $9,615.58. 
D uring the 
past 
year 
several 
changes have been m ade In the oper­ 
ating room. The dispensary, form er­ 
ly in the sam e wing with the operat­ 
ing room and som e distance from tile 
out-patient 
departm ent, 
and 
the 
wards, has been m o.ed into a 
new 
room previously form ing a part 
of 
the out-patient w aiting room, 
m ak­ 
ing it much more convenient for both 
the patients 
and 
the 
dispensary 
clerk, as well tis giving much needed 
room for surgery. The old 
dispen­ 
sary has been made into a recovery 
room and a room in which the sur­ 
geons m ay prepare them selves 
for 
operations. The old soap-stone 
sink 
has been removed from the operating 
room and new porcelain sinks with 
the m ost approved attachm ents have 
been placed in the adjoining 
room. 
In the room on the opposite side of

the nam es until, urged on 
by

northw est gale, they sw ept 
through

tile firemen buckled grim ly to 
their 
task, with the wind howling through 
the streets and sw irling 
round 
the 


corners, w’hlle the flying w ater alm ost 
froze us It fell, until the streets were 
covered with Ice.

difficulty in getting about, while not 
a few suffered from frozen fingers.

Home maker® claim 
that the motor cannot be placed above 
the center of gravity, and other® aay it 
must not be located in front of the steer­ 
ing gear, yet a successful type motor 
cycle abroad has the motor placed la 
front of and above the fork crown. 
Borne makers maintain that th® best 
place for the motor is low and back of 
the front fork. Not all of them are con­ 
vinced that it could not be placed else­ 
where, but they think that a convenient 
location. 
It has been said that motor 
bicycles t r a v e l just as well no matter 
where the motor Is placed, but you can­ 
not get the puhlie to believe that.
